T h e now Board of Educatiou held 
its first meeting last evening and the 
proceedings of the body appear in an­ 
other column. 
In future we intend to 
report the proceedings of the Board 
of Education regularly as we do now 
those of the Common Council and of 
the Board of Supervisors. And to start 
out withj we suggest that the Board 
hold its regular monthly meetings 
in a specified locality. 
This city pays 
a large sum of money for school pur­ 
poses and the proceedings of the Board 
are matters of public interest. 


In our Legislative proceedings it is 
stated th at “ the Los Angeles members 
are unfavorable to dividing the pay­ 
ment of taxe3.” 
We cannot of course 
kuow upon what authority the report­ 
er makes this statem ent. The opinion 
o f Senator B u s h on the subject w e 
never heard, but before leaving home 
for the capítol, General M cCo n n e l l 
expressed himself in favor of the meas 
ure and it was understood he would in. 
troduce a bill providing for the divi­ 
sion. 
Wo were also informed that 
Mr. L a m b o u r n concurred with the 
General on this issue. 


In recommending the taxation of 
Church property 
the President no 
doubt fancied he was aiming a heavy 
blow at tiie Roman Catholic Church 
as that denomination owns a large 
amount of wealth in churches and 
cathedrals, but it so happens that the 
Chief Executive goes out of his way to 
make this suggestion. 
The right to 
regulate taxation belongs rather to 
States than to the nation. 
W e be­ 
lieve all property should bear its equal 
share of taxation no m atter whether 
it is called a church or a farm. 
Cal­ 
ifornia makes this requirement and 
the day is not distant when a similar 
law will be found in the statutes of 
every State in the Union. 


S e n a t o r R o a c h of San Francisco 
is a gallant young bachelor who loses 


110 opportunity to prove himself the 
friend and champion of the ladles. 
His last effort in this direction is the 
introduction of a bill making wife- 
beating punishable with the lash. 
If 
this bill becomes law tlio brutal hus­ 
band who whips his wife shall him ­ 
self be whipped by the Sheriff. The 
man who lays his hand on a woman 
save in the way of kindness is a first- 
class scrub, and f/e hope the Senator’s 
bill will not only pass, but that it 
will be rigidly enforced on the back of 
every man convicted |of beating liis 
wife. 


I t is doubted if the passage of a 
law postponing the payment of taxes 
will result benefically to the masses. 
The evil will come in this 
shape: 
Both the State aud many counties 
will be uuable to redeem the warrants 
now in the hands of the people and 
unpaid, for want of funds. 
If the bill 
which Senator L a i n k of Santa Clara 
lias prepared, becomes a law, the pay­ 
ment of these warrants will be post­ 
poned and the holders will be compell­ 
ed to sell them to speculators and cap­ 
italists at a heavy discount. 
This in­ 
convenience would only be felt at the 
inauguration of 
the measure and 
would entirely disappear 
with the 
first year’s trial. 
We are firm in the 
belief that it would be beneficial to the 
people to divide the taxes making 
half payable 
on the first of January 
and the other half payable on the first 
of July. 


T h e Independent party, perhaps wc 
should say the great Independent par­ 
ty, is no more. 
Alas poor Yorick! It 
breathed its last on the first ballot for 
the organization of the present Legis­ 
lature. The party is not 
only dead 
but it is buried in the maw of its 
hated relative and bitter enemy—the 
Republican party. 
There was no In­ 
dependent caucus for officers and when 
Itc a A ie to a ballot the Independent 
Senators and Assemblymen fell into 
line and voted for the 
Republican 
nominees with the easy nonchalance 
of individuals “to the m anner born.”

should have stood beside P a c h e c o .

Peel, Barrows and the Grangers. 


It is a great pity that these gentle­ 
men huve not given to the world their 
views at an earlier date. 
President 
G r a n t would surely have embodied 
their notions in his message, and per­ 
haps have called one or two . of them 
to the cabinet. H e may yet see the 
propriety of requesting their presence 
at the seat of government to aid the 
Treasury departm ent in solving the 
mystery th at hangs over the monitary 
affairs of the nation. The men a t the 
head of the Kentucky Grange have a 
clearer idea of the situation than Col. 
P e e l would give them credit for. The 
$351,000,000 National Bank notes in 
circulation some of the people are now 
paying Interest on or they would nev­ 
er have found their way into circula­ 
tion or left the vaults of the respective 


banks that secured them in return for 
the bonds deposited w ith the Secreta­ 
ry of the Treasury. The government 
had a two-fold object in establishing 
the present system of National Banks; 
one to supply the w an tso f local and 
general commerce, the other to give 
value to the bonds themselves at a 
critical time iu the history of the na­ 
tion. Both these reasons conspired to 
give the banking system such an ad­ 
vantage as never before in the history 
of the world was offered to bankers. 
This crisis having now passed, a re­ 
modeling of the system is demanded. 
W hen consistent witli the obligations 
incurred bv the government, the inter­ 
est on our bonded indebtedness must 
be reduced to three and one half per 
cent. Offer such inducement to a na­ 
tional banking system secured 
by 
these bonds that will make it popular 
and attractive, and we will see our 
bonds coming back from 
London, 
Frankfort and Amsterdam. 
The in­ 
terest will be paid to our own people. 
This being retained a t home it does 
not impoverish the country nor ex­ 
haust our coin or bullion. 
The ex­ 
treme madness th at seems to have 
possessed every Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury since the commencement of the 
war period to reduce the debt annual­ 
ly, has added much to our financial 
embarrassment and to the oppression 
of the people. 
Future generations of 
men with increased wealth, the basis 
of which we are now laying in toil 
and trouble, must look out for this. 
If tliis national debt is handled with 
prudence it will not prove a calamity, 
in fact other nations whose greatness 
iu everything that euoblescivilizatiou 
equals ours, regard their debt as a 
blessing. W hether this he so or not, 
their views are entitled to consideration 
The fact is simply this. 
The nation 
cannot at once slip from paper curren­ 
cy to gold and silver payments. 
The 
means must be produced and steps 
taken to keep our geld and silver at 
home. Patriotism m ust step in and 
take the place of politics and the rep­ 
resentative men of boili parties must 
not give up to party what belongs to 
the nation. 
The collection ot revenue 
must be simplified and placed in the 
hands of one department. 
That of 
customs that now produce three-fifths 
is managed simply and cheaply, and 
there is no whisky rings or public 
plunder about it. 
Democrats, Repub­ 
licans aud Independents are equally 
interested in getting the nation out of 
panic, bankruptcy and uncertainty 
and tbey should all unite iu demand­ 
ing a sound and honest medium of cir­ 
culation. If United (states govern­ 
ment bonds bearing three and one- 
halfper annum are made the basis of 
banking and stand in the Treasury as 
security for the issue of 
the bank 
notes to the full am ount of the deposit 
m ight be issued, as the government 
can only 
stand security for the re­ 
demption of the notes authorized 
to be issued. It cannot stand spons­ 
or for the good m anagement of the 
banks for this would be an impossi­ 
bility. Therefore all espionage and 
exam ination of commissioners should 
cease. The government license and 
taxation on average capital done away 
with. The banks will then be popu­ 
lar, tlieir notes as good as the bank of 
England notes, and every body satised. 


Avoid Debt. 


Remembering th a t economy is the 
road to wealth m any men have ac­ 
quired fortunes, and it is to be regret­ 
ted that that the adage is not more 
firmly fixed in tiie minds of those on 
whom devolve the m anagem ent of 
towns, cities and counties. Tiie pas­ 
sion for creating indebtedness has be­ 
come almost chronic with cities and 
counties in this State. 
Efforts at in­ 
ternal improvement have involved not 
a few iu liabilities to pay off which un­ 
born generations must be heavily 
taxed. 
But for assistance from the 
State the county of Calaveras must 
have gone into insolvency and become 
the property of her bondholders. The 
indebtedness of San Joaquin county is 
so heavy that taxation prevents the 
influx of capital. 
Sacramento county 
is so heavily involved t hut her people 
regard partial repudiation or insolven­ 
cy as their only recourse. These lia­ 
bilities have been incurred in attempts 
at improvemnt. They are the results 
of a mistaken policy, and now that we 
have examples fully in sufficient num ­ 
ber before us let us hope that Los Ange­ 
les county which is now comparatively 
free of bonded debt, will take economy 
aud avoid the rock which lias so shat­ 
tered the prospects of other counties. 
j Jhe thrifty individual mends his old 
coat until lie has money to buy u new 
one. Ifw e are wise we will use our 
present county buildings until we are 
in a condition to build new ones w ith­ 
out issuing bonds in paym ent there­ 
for. W e regard the policy of the E x­ 
press in urging the building of a new 
Court House as dangerous to our fu­ 
ture prosperity. Our .State and county 
tax on property outside of the city is 
now $1.98 on the hundred dollars. 
In 
the city it is $1.83, and the city tax is 
$1.03, making a total of $2.80 on the 
hundred dollars. This is quite enough 
for a city that expects to attract out­ 
side capital. W e want men of money 
to locate among us; we want them to 
come here and build bouses, erect 
machinery and establish factories, 
ami we cannot more effectually defeat 
our purpose than to increase our taxa­ 
tion above the present figures. 
Mon­ 
ey avoids cities and counties where it 
is heavily taxed. Our Court House 
will serve until we have money to 
build a better, and our jail accommo­ 
dations are fully up to the social sta­ 
tus of the persons who take lodgings 
within the structure. 
A mortgage 
adds nothing to the beauty or utility 


of an edifice, no m atter whether it is 
a public building or a private resi­ 
dence, and we are sure the people of 
Los Angeles county would much pre­ 
fer using the Court House they now 
own to having their property taxed to 
pay interest on bonds issued to build a 
more showy temple of justice.
